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Abnormal Newborn Screening Tests to be Read on 

Saturdays and Holidays 
 
Summary  

Effective Saturday, March 1, 2014, the S.C. Department of Health and Environmental 

Control (DHEC) lab will be open on Saturdays and holidays to read newborn screening test 

results. DHEC staff will call, email and fax the physicians of record (or their on-call 

physician) to alert them to abnormal test results for conditions with a high risk of mortality 

or imminent morbidity. If the specimen collection form does not list a physician of record, 

then DHEC and hospital staff will work together to directly contact the family.  

 

Saturday and holiday notifications will be limited to the following rare, life-threatening 

diagnoses:
